COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  CORN,  OATS,  BARLEY,  RYE,  AND 
THE  FOOD  PRODUCTS  MADE  FROM  THESE  CEREALS 

NOT   INCLUDING   RETAIL   STOCKS. 

The  cereals  and  cereal  food  products  for  which  information  is  here  presented  include  corn,  oats,  barley,  rye,  barley  flour,  rye  flour, 
corn  flour,  corn  meal,  miscellaneous  corn  food  products,  mixed  flour,  and  rolled  oats. 

The  total  quantities  of  these  commodities  on  hand  and  in  transit,  as  reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  July  1,  1918.  by  grain  elevators, 
warehouses,  manufacturers,  and  wholesalers,  were  as  follows:  Corn,  38,135,018  bushels;  oats,  48,582,593  bushels;  barley,  10,315,436 
bushels;  rye,  2,586,056  bushels;  barley  flour,  868.655  barrels;  rye  flour,  1,074,751  barrels;  corn  flour,  104,541,745  pounds;  corn  meal, 
159,788,574  pounds;  miscellaneous  corn  food  products,  101,576,402  pounds;  mixed  flour,  14,452,480  pounds;  rolled  oats,  128,796,636 
poijt-fis  The  figures  for  the  poods  in  transit  were  obtained  linger  the  following  instructions:  "Report  as  in  transit  the  total  quantity 
which  you  have  recently  shipped  and  whicn  you  beiieve  nas  no^weea  delivered  to  me  purchaser  Oi  consignee."  The  quantities  of  theso 
commodities  thus  reported  as  in  transit  were  as  follows:  Corn,  4,703.506  bushels;  oats,  9.524,646  bushels;  barley,  690,295  bushels;  rye, 
330,748  bushels;  barley  flour,  47,769  barrels;  rye  flour,  67.162  barrels:  corn  flour,  9,795,484  pounds;  corn  meal,  22.206.485  pounds;  mis- 
cellaneous corn  food  products,  11,781.268  pounds;  mixed  flour,  376,853  pounds;  rolled  oats,  39.433,888  pounds.  Prehminary  figures  for 
most  of  these  commodities,  as  reported  by  elevators,  warehouses,  mills,  and  wholesale  grain  dealers,  were  published  on  July  29,  1918,  in 
"Food  Surveys,"  Vol.  II,  No.  1.  The  figures  here  presented  are  considerably  larger,  partly  by  reason  of  the  inclusion  of  late  schedules 
from  the  classes  just  mentioned,  and  partly  because  the  reports  of  other  classes  of  business  are  now  included. 

The  reports  covering  the  retail  stocks  of  these  commodities  for  July  1,  1918,  are  in  process  of  tabulation.  Some  idea  of  the  importance 
of  the  retail  stocks  as  compared  with  the  other  commercial  stocks  of  these  commodities  may  be  obtained  from  the  Survey  of  January  1, 
1918,  in  which  it  was  found  that  the  stocks  in  the  hands  of  the  retailers  represented  the  following  percentages  of  the  total  commercial 
stocks:  Corn,  23.5  per  cent;  oats,  10.6  per  cent;  barley,  3.9  per  cent;  rye,  4.3  per  cent;  rye  flour,  30.8  per  cent;  corn  flour  and  corn 
meal.  50.0  per  cent;   miscellaneous  corn  food  products.   24.2  per  cent;  rolled  oats,  35.2  per  cent.     • 

The  commercial  stocks  of  these  commodities  on  July  1,  1918,  were  in  all  cases  found  to  be  considerably  larger  than  those  held  by  the 
same  firms  July  1,  1917.  The  stocks  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  represented  the  following  percentages  of  those  held  one  year  earlier:  Corn, 
154.3  per  cent;  oats,  128.7  per  cent;  barley,  133.8  per  cent;  rye.  157.0  per  cent;  barley  flour,  2238.4  per  cent:  rye  flour,  349.4  per  cent; 
corn  flour,  986.9  per  cent;  corn  meal,  242.6  per  cent;  miscellaneous  corn  food  products.  115.8  per  cent;  mixed  flour,  200.1  per  cent;  rolled 
oats,  145.2  per  cent.  These  figures  indicate  that  while  the  stocks  of  all  the  commodities  here  considered  showed  a  considerable  increase 
over  the  corresponding  stocks  on  hand  one  year  earlier,  the  increase  on  a  percentage  basis  was  especially  marked  in  the  case  of  barley  flour 
and  corn  flour,  the  stocks  of  the  former  being  more  than  twenty-two  times  as  large  as  they  were  one  year  ago,  and  those  of  the  latter  com- 
modity nearly  ten  times  as  large.  The  striking  increase  in  the  stocks  of  these  two  commodities  is  the  residt,  of  course,  of  their  extensive 
manufacture  during  the  year  for  use  as  substitutes  for  wheat  flour. 

COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  CORN 

NOT  INCLUDING  RETAIL  STOCKS. 

The  commercial  stocks  of  corn,  together  with  the  quantities  in 
transit,  as  reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  July  1,  1918,  by  elevators 
and  warehouses,  grain  mills,  wholesale  grain  dealers,  and  a  miscel- 
laneous group  of  concerns,  amounted  to  38,135,018  bushels.  Of 
this  quantity,  33,431,512  bushels  were  reported  as  on  hand  and 
4,703,506  bushels  as  in  transit.  As  in  the  case  of  the  other  com- 
modities for  which  information  is  given  in  this  report,  the  stocks 
in  the  hands  of  retail  dealers  are  not  included.  Of  the  stocks 
reported  as  on  hand  on  the  date  of  the  Survey,  the  elevators  and 
warehouses  held  50.8  per  cent;  the  grain  mills.  15.2  per  cent;  the 
wholesale  grain  dealers,  18.5  per  cent;  and  the  miscellaneous  group 
of  firms,  15.5  per  cent.  The  quantity  actually  reported  as  on  hand 
by  each  class  of  business  concerns  is  shown  in  the  first  column  of 
Table  1,  and  the  quantity  reported  as  in  transit  from  the  concerns 
in  each  class  is  shown  in  the  last  column  of  the  table.  The  relative 
stocks  reported  by  the  principal  classes  of  business  are  represented 
in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  1. 

The  number  of  reports  upon  which  the  information  in  this  report 
is  based  is  shown,  by  classes  of  business,  in  Table  2.

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Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  commercial  stocks  of  corn  reported  in  the  Survey  of  July  1, 
1918,  are  shown  by  geographic  divisions  and  states,  for  each  of  the 
different  classes  of  concerns,  in  Table  4.  Of  the  33,431,512  bushels 
reported  as  stocks  on  hand,  13,026,182  bushels  were  located  in  the 
East  North  Central  states,  while  9,042,759  bushels  were  reported 
from  the  West  North  Central  division  of  states.  These  two  divisions 
reported  approximately  two-thirds  of  the  total  commercial  stocks 
in  the  country.  Among  the  individual  states,  Illinois  far  outranked 
all  the  others.  8.618,438  bushels,  or  about  one-fourth  of  the  total, 
being  reported  from  that  state.  Missouri  ranked  second  on  the 
list,,  with  2,540,543  bushels,  New  York  third,  Iowa  fourth,  and 
Indiana  fifth.  The  stocks  reported  for  the  eighteen  most  important 
states  are  shown  in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  2.  The  quantities 
reported  as  in  transit  are  given  by  geographic  divisions  and  states 
in  the  last  column  of  Table  4.

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

About  seven-eighths  of  the  returns,  based  on  the  quantity 
reported,  gave  information  for  July  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  July  1, 
1918.  Comparative  figures  based  on  these  two-year  reports  are  given 
by  classes  of  business  in  Table  1,  and  by  geographic  divisions  and 
states  in  Table  3.  These  figures  indicate  that  while  all  classes  of 
concerns  showed  considerably  larger  stocks  of  corn  on  the  date  of 
the  Survey  than  on  July  1,  1917,  the  wholesale  grain  and  flour 
dealers  showed  the  greatest  increase  in  stocks  on  a  percentage 
basis,  the  increase  amounting  to  91.6  per  cent.  The  total  holdings 
of  all  classes  of  concerns  here  considered  were  54.3  per  cent  larger 
on  July  1,  1918,  than  on  July  1,  1917.  The  relative  amounts 
reported  for  the  two  dates  are  shown  in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  3 
for  elevators  and  warehouses,  grain  mills,  and  wholesale  grain 
dealors.

The  commercial  stocks  of  oats,  exclusive  of  retail  stocks,  together 
with  the  quantities  in  transit,  as  reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of 
July  1,  1918,  amounted  to  48,582,593  bushels.  Of  this  quantity, 
39,057,947  bushels  were  reported  as  on  hand  and  9,524,646  bushels 
as  in  transit.  Of  the  stocks  on  hand,  the  elevators  and  warehouses 
held  61.6  per  cent;  the  grain  mills,  7.7  per  cent;  the  wholesale 
grain  dealers,  20.8  per' cent;  and  the  miscellaneous  group  of  firms, 
9.9  per  cent.  The  stocks  reported  by  each  class  of  concerns  are 
shown  in  the  first  column  of  Table  5,  and  the  quantity  in  transit 
in  the  last  column. 

The  number  of  schedules  received  and  tabulated  for  oats  is  shown, 
by  classes  of  business,  in  Table  6.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  stocks  of  oats  reported  by  the 
different  classes  of  commercial  concerns  here  considered  is  shown 
in  Table  7.  The  West  North  Central  division,  it  may  be  noticed, 
reported  approximately  eleven  and  one-half  million  bushels  as 
stocks  on  hand,  and  the  East  North  Central  division  reported  an 
amount  only  slightly  smaller.  These  two  divisions  together  reported 
nearly  three-fifths  of  the  total  for  the  entire  country.  Turning  to 
the  figures  for  the  individual  states,  it  may  be  noted  that  Illinois 
ranked  first  in  stocks  reported,  Iowa  second,  New  York  third, 
Pennsylvania  fourth,  and  Nebraska  fifth.  The  stocks  reported 
from  the  eighteen  most  important  states  are  shown  in  graphic 
form  in  Diagram  5.  The  quantities  reported  as  in  transit  are 
shown,  by  geographic  divisions  and  states,  in  the  last  column  of 
Table  7.

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

Nearly  seven-eighths  of  the  reports,  based  on  the  quantity 
reported,  gave  information  for  July  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  July  1, 
1918.  Comparative  figures  based  on  these  two-year  reports  are 
given  by  classes  of  business  in  Table  5,  and  by  geographic  divisions 
and  states  in  Table  8.  These  figures  indicate  an  increase  in  the 
stocks  on  hand  on  July  1,  1918,  as  compared  with  the  stocks 
one  year  earlier  in  the  case  of  all  classes  of  concerns.  The  total 
stocks  reported  for  the  date  of  the  Survey  were  28.7  per  cent  larger 
than  the  corresponding  stocks  on  July  1,  1917.  The  relative 
quantities  on  hand  on  the  two  dates  are  represented  in  graphic 
form  for  each  class  of  dealers,  with  the  exception  of  the  miscellaneous 
group,  in  Diagram  6.

COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  BARLEY 

NOT  INCLUDING  RETAIL  STOCKS. 

The  commercial  stocks  of  barley,  other  than  retail  stocks,  together 
with  the  quantities  in  transit,  as  reported  in  the  Survey  of  July  1, 
1918,  amounted  to  10,315,436  bushels,  comprising  9,625,141  bushels 
on  hand  and  690,295  bushels  in  transit.  Of  the  stocks  reported  as 
on  hand,  the  elevators  and  warehouses  held  62.7  per  cent;  the 
wholesale  grain  dealers,  7.5  per  cent;  and  the  grain  mills,  the 
brewers,  and  the  miscellaneous  group  of  firms  each  held  approxi- 
mately 10  per  cent  of  the  total.  The  stocks  on  hand  reported  by 
each  of  the  above-mentioned  classes  of  business  concerns  are  shown 
in  the  first  column  of  Table  9,  and  the  quantities  in  transit  in  the 
last  column.  The  relative  stocks  reported  by  the  different  classes 
of  firms  are  represented  in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  7. 

The  number  of  schedules  on  which  the  information  given  in  this 
report  is  based  is  shown,  by  classes  of  business,  in  Table  11.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  stocks  of  barley  reported  by 
the  classes  of  concerns  here  considered  is  shown  in  Table  10.  The 
Pacific  division  alone,  it  may  be  noticed,  reported  3,582,851  bushels 
of  barley  as  on  hand  on  the  date  of  the  Survey,  this  amount  com- 
prising more  than  one-third  of  the  total  for  the  country.  More 
than  seven-eighths  of  the  barley  reported  from  the  Pacific  division 
was  located  in  the  state  of  California.  The  relative  holdings  of 
barley  reported  for  the  eighteen  most  important  states  are  shown 
in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  8.  The  quantities  of  barley  in  transit 
on  the  date  of  the  Survey  are  given  by  geographic  divisions  and 
states  in  the  last  column  of  Table  10.

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

About  86  per  cent  of  the  returns,  based  on  the  quantity  reported, 
gave  information  for  July  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  July  1,  1918.  Com- 
parative figures  based  on  these  two-year  reports  are  given  by  classes 
of  business  in  Table  9,  and  by  geographic  divisions  and  states  in 
Table  12.  Each  of  the  more  important  classes  of  business,  it  may 
be  noticed,  with  the  exception  of  the  brewers,  held  larger  stocks  on 
the  date  of  the  Survey  than  on  July  1,  1917.  In  the  case  of  the 
grain  mills,  the  stocks  on  July  1,  1918,  were  more  than  twice  as  large 
as  those  on  hand  one  year  earlier.  The  total  stocks  reported  for 
July  1,  1918,  were  33.8  per  cent  larger  than  those  on  hand  July  1, 
1917.  The  relative  holdings  on  the  two  dates  are  shown  graphically, 
for  each  class  of  concerns  except  the  miscellaneous  group,  in 
Diagram  9.

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COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  RYE 

NOT  INCLUDING  RETAIL  STOCKS. 

The  commercial  stocks  of  rye,  omitting  retail  stocks,  together 
with  the  quantities  in  transit,  as  reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of 
July  1,  1918,  amounted  to  2,586,056  bushels.  Of  this  amount, 
2,255,308  bushels  were  reported  as  on  hand  and  330,748  bushels  as 
in  transit.  Of  the  stocks  on  hand,  the  elevators  and  warehouses 
held  28.6  per  cent;  the  grain  mills,  43.0  per  cent;  the  wholesale 
grain  dealers,  9.4  per  cent;  and  the  miscellaneous  group  of  con- 
cerns, 19.0  per  cent.  The  stocks  reported  by  each  of  these  classes 
of  business  concerns  are  shown  in  the  first  column  of  Table  13,  and 
the  quantities  in  transit  are  similarly  shown  in  the  last  column  of 
the  table.  The  relative  quantities  held  by  the  various  classes  of 
concerns  are  represented  in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  10. 

The  number  of  schedules  received  and  tabulated  for  rye  is  shown, 
by  classes  of  business,  in  Table  14.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  stocks  of  rye  reported  in  this 
Survey  is  shown  in  Table  15  The  East  North  Central  division, 
it  may  be  noticed,  ranked  first  in  stocks  reported,  the  West  North 
Central  division  second,  the  Middle  Atlantic  division  third,  and 
the  South  Atlantic  division  fourth.  Turning  to  the  figures  for  the 
individual  states,  it  will  be  noticed  that  Illinois  and  Minnesota 
each  reported  well  toward  one-half  million  bushels  of  rye.  These 
states  together  reported  considerably  more  than  one-third  of  the 
total  commercial  stocks  here  considered.  The  state  of  New  York 
ranked  third  in  stocks  reported,  Michigan  fourth,  and  Wisconsin 
fifth.  The  stocks  reported  for  the  eighteen  most  important  states 
are  represented  in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  11.  The  quantities  of 
barley  in  transit  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  are  shown  by  geographic 
divisions  and  states  in  the  last  column  of  Table  15.

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

About  seven-tenths  of  the  returns  gave  information  for  July  1, 
1917,  as  well  as  for  July  1,  1918.  Comparative  figures  based  on 
these  two-year  reports  are  given  by  classes  of  business  in  Table  13, 
and  by  geographic  divisions  and  states  in  Table  16.  Each  of  the 
more  important  classes  of  business  concerns,  with  the  exception  of 
the  miscellaneous  group,  reported  larger  stocks  for  July  1,  1918, 
than  for  July  1,  1917.  The  largest  increase  in  the  stocks  is  shown  by 
the  grain  mills,  this  class  of  concerns  holding  more  than  two  and 
one-half  times  as  large  stocks  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  as  on  July  1, 
1917.  The  total  stocks  of  the  classes  of  concerns  here  considered 
were  57.0  per  cent  larger  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  than  they  were 
one  year  ago.  This  increase  in  stocks  is  shown  in  graphic  form, 
by  classes  of  business,  in  Diagram  12.

The  commercial  stocks  of  barley  flour,  not  including  retail  stocks, 
together  with  the  quantities  in  transit,  as  reported  in  the  Food 
Survey  of  July  1,  1918,  amounted  to  868,655  barrels,  comprising 
820,886  barrels  on  hand  and  47,769  barrels  in  transit.  Of  the 
stocks  reported  as  on  hand,  the  grain  mills  held  11.1  per  cent;  the 
warehouses,  34.0  per  cent;  the  wholesale  dealers,  27.7  per  cent; 
the  bakers,  25.0  per  cent;  and  the  miscellaneous  group  of  firms, 
2.2  per  cent.  The  stocks  reported  by  each  of  these  classes  of 
concerns  are  shown  in  the  first  column  of  Table  17,  and  the  stocks 
in  transit  in  the  last  column.  The  relative  quantities  held  by  the 
above-mentioned  classes  are  represented  in  graphic  form  in  Dia- 
gram 13.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  stocks  of  barley  flour  reported 
is  shown,  by  classes  of  business,  in  Table  18.  The  East  North 
Central  division  ranked  first  in  stocks  reported,  the  Middle  Atlantic 
division  second,  and  the  West  North  Central  division  third.  Turn- 
ing to  the  figures  for  the  individual  states,  it  will  be  seen  that  New 
York  ranked  first  and  Wisconsin  second,  the  holdings  of  these  two 
states  being  very  nearly  equal  in  amount.  Pennsylvania  ranked 
third,  and  Ohio  fourth.  The  stocks  of  barley  flour  reported  for 
the  eighteen  most  important  states  are  represented  in  graphic  form 
in  Diagram  14.  The  geographic  distribution  of  the  quantities  reported 
as  in  transit  may  be  found  in  the  last  column  of  Table  18.

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

Only  about  one-half  of  the  returns  for  barley  flour,  based  on  the 
quantity  reported,  gave  information  for  July  1,  1917,  as  well  as 
for  the  date  of  the  Survey.  Comparative  figures  based  on  these 
two-year  reports  are  given  by  classes  of  business  in  Table  17,  and  by 
geographic  divisions  and  states  in  Table  20.  These  figures  indicate 
that  while  the  stocks  of  barley  flour  on  July  1,  1918,  were  by  no 
means  large  in  comparison  with  the  stocks  of  other  kinds  of  flour, 
they  were  strikingly  large  as  compared  with  the  holdings  of  barley 
flour  on  July  1,  1917,  the  stocks  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  being 
twenty-one  times  as  large  as  those  on  the  earlier  date.  The  relative 
importance  of  the  current  stocks  as  compared  with  those  of  a  year 
ago  is  indicated  by  Diagram  15,  which  represents  in  graphic  form 
the  stocks  on  the  two  dates  above  mentioned  for  each  class  of  con- 
cerns except  the  miscellaneous  group.

The  commercial  stocks  of  rye  flour,  omitting  retail  stocks,  together 
with  the  quantities  in  transit,  as  reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of 
July  1,  1918,  amounted  to  1,074,751  barrels.  Of  this  amount, 
1,007,589  barrels  were  reported  as  on  hand  and  67,162  barrels  as 
in  transit.    Of  the  stocks  reported  as  on  hand,  the  grain  mills  held 

14.8  per  cent;  the  warehouses,  15.3  per  cent;  the  wholesale  dealers, 

25.9  per  cent;  the  bakers,  42.6  per  cent;  and  the  miscellaneous 
group  of  concerns,  1.4  per  cent.  The  quantities  reported  as  on 
hand  are  shown  by  classes  of  business  in  the  first  column  of  Table  21, 
while  the  quantities  reported  as  in  transit  are  similarly  shown  in 
the  last  column  of  the  table.  The  relative  stocks  of  the  different 
classes  of  concerns  here  considered  are  represented  in  graphic  form  in 
Diagram  16.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  commercial  stocks  of  rye  flour, 
omitting  retail  stocks,  is  shown  in  Table  23.  The  Middle  Atlantic 
division  ranked  first  in  stocks  reported,  the  East  North  Central 
division  second,  and  the  West  North  Central  division  third.  The 
figures  for  the  individual  states  indicate  that  the  large  total  reported 
from  the  Middle  Atlantic  division  was  mainly  held  in  the  state  of 
New  York,  this  state  alone  reporting  nearly  one-fourth  of  the  total 
stocks  for  the  entire  country.  Illinois  ranked  second  in  stocks 
reported,  Ohio  third,  and  Pennsylvania  fourth.  The  stocks  reported 
for  the  eighteen  most  important  states  are  represented  in  graphic 
form  in  Diagram  17.  The  quantities  of  rye  flour  reported  as  in 
transit  are  shown  by  geographic  divisions  and  states  in  the  last 
column  of  Table  23.

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

About  two-thirds  of  the  returns,  based  on  the  quantity  reported, 
gave  information  for  July  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  July  1,  1918.  Com- 
parative figures  based  on  these  two-year  reports  are  given  by  classes 
of  business  in  Table  21,  and  by  geographic  divisions  and  states  in 
Table  24.  These  figures  indicate  very  material  increases  in  the 
stocks  of  this  commodity  as  compared  with  similar  stocks  a  year  ago. 
The  storage  w  arehouses  reported  the  largest  percentage  of  increase 
among  the  different  classes  of  business,  their  stocks  on  the  date  of 
the  Survey  being  more  than  five  times  as  large  as  on  July  1,  1917. 
The  total  current  stocks  for  all  classes  of  concerns  here  considered 
were  nearly  three  and  one-half  times  as  large  as  the  stocks  on  hand 
one  year  earlier.  These  stocks  on  the  two  dates  are  shown  graphically 
for  the  different  classes  of  business  in  Diagram  18.

The  total  quantity  of  corn  flour  reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of 
July  1,  1918,  by  commercial  concerns  other  than  retail  dealers, 
together  with  the  quantities  in  transit,  amounted  to  104,541.745 
pounds.  Of  this  total,  94,746,261  pounds  were  reported  as  on  hand 
and  9,795,484  pounds  as  in  transit.  Of  the  stocks  on  hand,  the 
grain  mills  held  25.0  per  cent;  the  warehouses,  11.5  per  cent;  the 
wholesale  dealers,  29.4  per  cent;  the  bakers,  31.6  per  cent;  and  the 
miscellaneous  group  of  firms,  2.5  per  cent.  The  stocks  actually 
reported  by  each  of  these  classes  of  concerns  are  shown  in  the  first 
column  of  Table  25,  and  the  quantities  in  transit  in  the  last  column.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  commercial  stocks  of  corn 
flour  here  considered  is  shown  in  Table  26.  The  table  indicates 
that  the  East  North  Central  division  ranked  first  in  holdings  of 
corn  flour  reported,  the  Middle  Atlantic  division  second,  the 
West  North  Central  division  third,  and  the  New  England  division 
ourth.  Among  the  individual  states,  New  York  ranked  first, 
Illinois  second,  Pennsylvania  third,  Ohio  fourth,  and  Massachusetts 
fifth.  Th  e  stocks  reported  for  the  eighteen  most  important  states 
are  shown  in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  20.  The  quantities  reported 
as  in  transit  are  given  by  geographic  divisions  and  states  in  the 
last  column  of  Table  26.

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

About  65  per  cent  of  the  returns,  based  on  the  quantity  reported, 
gave  information  for  July  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  July  1,  1918.  Com- 
parative figures  based  on  these  two-year  reports  are  given  by  classes 
of  business  in  Table  25.  and  by  geographic  divisions  and  states  in 
Table  28.  These  figures  indicate  a  very  marked  increase  in  the 
current  stocks  of  corn  flour  reported  by  all  classes  of  dealers  as 
compared  with  the  stocks  on  hand  one  year  earlier.  The  total 
stocks  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  were  nearly  ten  times  as  large  as 
those  held  by  the  same  firms  on  July  1,  1917.  The  stocks  on  hand 
on  the  two  dates  are  represented  in  graphic  form  for  each  class  of 
business  except  the  miscellaneous  group  in  Diagram  21.

The  figures  given  here  relate  to  corn  meal  of  a  quality  suitable 
for  human  consumption,  excluding  any  meal  fit  only  for  use  as  feed. 
The  commercial  stocks  of  such  corn  meal,  together  with  the  quanti- 
ties in  transit,  as  reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  July  1,  1918,  by 
classes  of  business  other  than  retail  dealers,  amounted  to  159,788,574 
pounds.  Of  this  amount,  137,582,089  pounds  were  reported  as  on 
hand,  and  22,206,485  pounds  as  in  transit.  Of  the  stocks  reported 
as  on  hand,  the  grain  mills  held  17.5  per  cent;  the  warehouses,  14.4 
per  cent;  the  wholesale  dealers,  49.0  per  cent;  the  bakers,  7.8  per 
cent;  and  the  miscellaneous  group  of  firms,  11.3  per  cent.  The 
stocks  actually  reported  by  each  of  these  classes  of  business  con- 
cerns is  shown  in  the  first  column  of  Table  29,  and  the  quantity 
reported  as  in  transit  in  the  last  column.  The  relative  stocks  re- 
ported by  the  different  classes  of  firms  are  shown  in  graphic  form  in 
Diagram  22.  The  number  of  schedules  received  and  tabulated  for 
corn  meal  is  shown,  by  classes  of  business,  in  Table  30.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  stocks  of  corn  meal  reported 
by  the  various  classes  of  business  concerns,  omitting  retailers,  is 
given  in  Table  31.  The  table  indicates  that  more  than  one-fourth 
of  the  total  stocks  on  hand  in  the  entire  country  were  reported  from 
the  states  of  the  Middle  Atlantic  division.  The  East  North  Central 
division  ranked  second,  the  New  England  division  third,  and  the 
West  North  Central  division  fourth.  Turning  to  the  figures  for  the 
individual  states,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  bulk  of  the  stocks  reported 
for  the  Middle  Atlantic  division  were  located  in  the  state  of  New 
York,  this  state  alone  reporting  nearly  one-fifth  of  the  United  States 
total.  Massachusetts  ranked  second  among  the  individual  states, 
Pennsylvania  third,  Ohio  fourth,  Texas  fifth,  and  Illinois  sixth.  The 
holdings  reported  for  the  eighteen  most  important  states  are  repre- 
sented in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  23.  The  quantities  reported  as 
in  transit  are  given  by  geographic  divisions  and  states  in  the  last 
column  of  Table  31.

Com- 
parative figures  based  on  these  two-year  reports  are  given  by  classes 
of  business  in  Table  29,  and  by  geographic  divisions  and  states  in 
Table  32.  Every  class  of  business  concerns,  it  will  be  noticed , 
reported  a  material  increase  in  stocks  on  hand  for  the  date  of  the 
Survey  as  compared  with  those  on  hand  July  1,  1917,  the  total 
stocks  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  being  equal  to  nearly  two  and  one- 
half  times  those  on  hand  one  year  earlier.

The  commercial  stocks  of  miscellaneous  corn  food  products,  as 
reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  July  1,  1918,  by  commercial  concerns 
other  than  retail  deslers,  together  with  the  quantities  in  transit, 
amounted  to  101,576,402  pounds,  of  which  amount  89,795,134 
pounds  were  reported  as  on  hand  and  11.781,268  pounds  as  in 
transit.  Of  the  stocks  on  hand,  the  manufacturers  held  14.9  per 
cent;  the  warehouses,  4.1  per  cent;  the  wholesale  dealers,  28.4 
per  cent;  the  brewers,  47.9  per  cent;  and  the  miscellaneous  group 
of  firms,  4.7  per  cent.  The  stocks  reported  as  on  hand  by  each 
class  of  concerns  are  shown  in  the  first  column  of  Table  33,  and 
the  quantities  reported  as  in  transit  in  the  last  column.  The  relative 
stocks  of  the  different  classes  of  concerns  are  shown  graphically  in 
Diagram  25.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  distribution  of  the  stocks  of  miscellaneous  corn  food  products 
among  the  several  geographic  divisions  and  states  is  shown,  by 
classes  of  business,  in  Table  34.  The  East  North  Central  division 
ranked  first  in  stocks  of  this  commodity,  and  the  Middle  Atlantic 
division  second,  these  two  divisions  together  reporting  about  three- 
fifths  of  the  United  States  total.  The  South  Atlantic  and  the 
West  South  Central  divisions  ranked,  respectively,  third  and  fourth. 
Among  the  individual  states,  New  York  ranked  first,  Pennsylvania 
second,  Michigan  thud,  Wisconsin  fourth,  and  Illinois  fifth.  The 
stocks  in  Michigan  were  reported  mainly  by  the  cereal  food  manu- 
facturers; in  the  other  four  states  mentioned  the  holdings  of  the 
brewers  were  important.  The  stocks  reported  for  the  eighteen 
most  important  states  are  shown  in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  26. 
The  quantities  reported  as  in  transit  are  given  by  geographic 
divisions  and  states  in  the  last  column  of  Table  34.

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

About  nine-tenths  of  the  reports,  based  on  the  quantity  reported, 
gave  information  for  July  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  July  1,  1918.  Com- 
parative figures  based  on  these  two-year  reports  are  given  by  classes 
of  business  in  Table  33,  and  by  geographic  divisions  and  states  in 
Table  36.  These  figures  indicate  that,  except  for  the  warehouses,  the 
stocks  of  each  of  the  more  important  classes  of  business  were  larger 
on  the  date  of  the  Survey  than  on  July  1,  1917,  the  total  current 
holdings  being  15.8  per  cent  larger  than  those  of  a  year  earlier.  The 
stocks  on  the  two  dates  mentioned  are  represented  in  graphic  form 
for  each  class  of  business  concerns  except  the  miscellaneous  group 

in  Diaoram  27.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  stocks  of  mixed  flour,  as 
reported  by  the  different  classes  of  concerns  here  considered,  is 
shown  in  Table  39.  As  may  be  seen  from  the  table,  the  Middle 
Atlantic  division  ranked  first  in  stocks  of  this  commodity  reported, 
the  East  North  Central  division  ranked  second,  and  the  West 
North  Central  division  third.  The  figures  for  the  individual  states 
indicate  that  New  York  alone  reported  2.447,131  pounds  of  mixed 
flour,  which  was  nearly  one-fifth  of  the  total  reported  for  the  entire 
country,  while  Pennsylvania  ranked  second,  and  Ohio  third.  The 
stocks  reported  for  each  of  the  eighteen  most  important  states  are 
represented  in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  29  The  quantities  reported 
as  in  transit  are  given  by  geographic  divisions  and  states  in  the  last 
column  of  Table  39.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  stocks  of  rolled  oats  reported 
in  the  Survey  is  shown  in  Table  42.  The  Middle  Atlantic  division, 
it  may  be  noticed,  ranked  first  in  stocks  of  rolled  oats  on  the  date  of 
the  Survey,  the  East  North  Central  division  second,  the  West  North 
Central  division  third,  and  the  New  England  division  fourth.  Turn- 
ing to  the  figures  for  individual  states,  the  state  of  New  York  alone 
reported  17,020,513  pounds  of  rolled  oats,  or  nearly  one-fifth  of  the 
total  quantity  reported  for  the  entire  country.  Massachusetts 
ranked  second  among  the  individual  states,  Iowa  third,  and  Pennsyl- 
vania fourth.  The  stocks  reported  for  the  eighteen  most  important 
states  are  represented  in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  32.  The  quantities 
reported  as  in  transit  are  given  by  geographic  divisions  and  states 
in  the  last  column  of  Table  42.

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

Nearly  four-fifths  of  the  returns,  based  on  the  quantity  reported, 
give  information  for  July  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  July  1,  1918.  Com- 
parative figures  based  on  the  schedules  thus  giving  information  for 
the  two  dates  are  shown  by  classes  of  firms  in  Table  41,  and  by 
geographic  divisions  and  states  in  Table  44.  These  figures  indicate 
that  all  of  the  more  important  classes  of  business  concerns  here 
considered  held  materially  larger  stocks  of  rolled  oats  on  the  date 
of  the  Survey  than  they  held  one  year  earlier.  The  increase  in  the 
quantities  held  by  the  bakers  is  especially  marked.  The  total  cur- 
rent stocks  were  45.2  per  cent  larger  than  the  stocks  on  hand  July  1, 
1917.  The  comparative  stocks  of  rolled  oats  are  represented  in 
graphic  form,  by  classes  of  business,  in  Diagram  33.
